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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(c) as being anticipated by Nolles et al. (US 
2002/0033581, hereinafter "Nolles"). 

In regards to claims 16-32 and 36-37, Nolles discloses a sealing profile which can be 
fixed on a compnent or a sliding roof cover (abstract). An adhesive connection region is over a 
planar outer side of the base area to attach the profile [0013]. The base area (first tubular 
member) 2 is formed as a hard molding, extruded from a solid silicone [001 1]. The sealing area 3 
(second tubular member) is produced from an EPDM microcellular rubber [0024]. The second 
tubular member co-extends with first tubular member (fig. 1). The first tubular member 
surrounds a hollow space (fig. 1). The sealing profile is produced by co-extrusion of the first and 
second tubular members [0024]. 

Nolles disclose that a friction-reducing coating is attached to the outer side of the second 
tubular member which is formed of a fiber material which can be applied by hot melt method 
[0010 and 0025]. The sealing profile is in a wound form and has a closed annular construction 
(fig- 1). 
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Response to Arguments

4. Claims 1-15 and 33-35 have been canceled.
